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ADDRESS OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE MINT, NELLIE 
TAYLOE ROSS, AT THE ANNUAL ASSAY COMMISSION 

FEBRUARY 13, 1952 

In conformity with Title 31, Section 363, United States Code the Commission, 
appointed by the President of the United States to examine and test the weight 
and fineness of the silver coins reserved by the Mints at Philadelphia, San Fran- 
cisco and Denver, during the calendar year 1951, met at the Mint at Philadelphia 
on the 13th day of February, 1952. 

The Commission was called to order at 11:05 a.m. by the Director of the 
Mint, the Honorable Nellie Tayloe Ross, who addressed the Commission as follows: 

Members of the Assay Commission for the year 1952: Once again 
it becomes my pleasure and privilege as Director of the Mint, to wel- 
come to the precincts of the Mint this Commission which is probably 
one of the oldest institutions of this Government. It was established by 
Act of Congress in 1792 — the same act that provided for the establish- 
ment of a Mint to meet the coinage needs of the young nation. The Act 
provided that the Commission should meet each year on the second 
Wednesday in February at the Philadelphia Mint. This it has been 
doing down through the generations. 

The President of the United States, in accordance with statute, 
appoints each year, as Presidents before him have been doing for 160 
straight years, a Commission of citizens to examine the Mint’s output 
of silver coins (gold as you know is no longer coined) to determine 
whether they conform to the requirements of law with respect to weight 
and content. 

The first coinage laws provided that if any officer or employee of 
the Mint should be found to have made the coins of less value than they 
ought to be, he should ‘‘suffer death.” It is clear that our founding 
fathers had plenty of iron in their blood. Happily, however, the records 
do not show that anybody has ever paid the death penalty, so we as- 
sume that the Mint people were a circumspect group. The law provided 
that out of every consignment of coins sent from coining rooms of the 
Mint into custody of the superintendent, that pieces should be taken 
at random and be placed in a box which we call the “pyx.” In the be- 
ginning, the Philadelphia Mint was the only Mint, but as others were 
created they were of course required to follow the same procedure. 
The Western Mints, each year, send to be placed in that box before you 
one piece out of every 10,000 silver coins. From the coinage of 1951 a 
total of 32,000 pieces has been reserved for your attention. 

It will interest you to know that many illustrious Americans have 
served on this Commission in which you are participating today — ^ef- 
fersons, Hamiltons, Randolphs, Lees, and Chief Justices, one after the 
other. In fact, the first act named the Chief Justice a member of the 
Commission; also, the Secretary of State. That provision was later 
repealed. 

We can well imagine that the duties of the early Commissions were 
not very arduous. The coinage needs of this nation in its infancy could 
not have been heavy. But the needs have grown naturally, with the 
growth of population, the growth of industry, and with the general de- 
velopment of the country. 

The Mint started in a charming little colonial edifice, a picture of 
which hangs on the wall of this room. It is a beautiful example of early 
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colonial architecture. The regulations under which it was administered 
by David Rittenhouse, the first Director, are largely still in force. How- 
ever, there have been some very drastic changes, also, with the passing 
of the years. The first guard force, for example, consisted on one man 
and a dog. The dog was owned and fed by the Government. The regu- % 

lations provided that every hour throughout the night the guard and dog 
should go out and inspect the premises, after which a bell was to be

rung in the courtyard to inform the populace of Philadelphia that all 
was well at the Mint. The first coinage act also provided that the work- 
ers^ in the Mint should receive part of their pay in rum. Our first ledgers 
show entries of purchases of alcohol for workers. After a few years 
that law was repealed. Evidently it didn’t work out too well! The first 
machines in the Mint were propelled by hand. Handpower in due time 
gave way to horsepower. Steam followed and then gas and electricity. 

The decimal system that has been in force down through the gen- 
erations was founded in that same early period. It was the brainchild 
of Thomas Jefferson, it appears. Hamilton proposed a system which 
had much merit and received consideration, but according to one old 
history, the Congress found it easier to understand the decimal system. 
In my opinion its simplicity was a good reason for its adoption. Even 
a young child can readily understand our decimal system. 
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The first coins made were silver half-dismes. There was no mining 
in progress in those early days. History books and tradition indicate that 
the first silver used for coinage was supplied by George and Martha 
Washington from their silver spoons; George Washington spoke of the 
silver half-dismes in his message to the Congress. Some of the coins are 
still in the hands of collectors. 

The first coinage which Mint files record was copper cents. In the 
first three years, the total was less than two million pieces altogether, 
copper, silver, and gold. It will interest you to know that at peak of the 
demand in World War II, the output of the U. S. Mints was just under 
four billion pieces a year. For a considerable time we were turning 
out fifty tons of finished coins a day. The coinage in 1951 totalled 1^/2 
billion pieces in round numbers. 320 million were silver coins. In ac- 
cordance with the law, one out of every 10,000 pieces has been taken 
at random to await your examination. 

Obviously, it would be impossible for this Commission to examine 
every single piece ; it is expected that you will examine only such number 
as satisfies you as being representative of the whole; but I don’t want 
you to feel that your Commission has little value because of your being 
able to examine so small a number. In my judgment the value of your 
function is largely psychological. The fact is that daily in the laboratory 
of my office in Washington a far more comprehensive examination of 
the coins is made than is possible for you to make in the limited time 
at your disposal. I would emphasize that all of our officials and other 
employees are intensely interested each year to know what the findings 
of the Commission are going to be. Right now the superintendents and 
staffs in our Western Mints, as we here, are eagerly awaiting news of 
your findings. As I said to one of your members this morning, we know 
that if one little coin were found to deviate from the standard fixed 
by law, there would probably be much more importance attached to it 
by the public than the facts would justify. Into every crucible there goes, 
we know, the exact amount of metal that comes out; should one piece 
come out slightly under the standard, another would be that much over. 
Considering the hundreds of millions, sometimes billions, we turn out 
in a year, it is surprising that deviations are not found. 

This year there is an unusual condition that bears on your function. 
We have installed at the Mint at Denver (the only Mint where we had 
sufficient floor space) large high-powered rolling mills and related ma- 
chinery, revolutionary in character, which handle 400 lb. ingots in place 
of the seven lb. size traditionally used. While the machinery was de- 
signed primarily for minor coin production, we find that we can use it 
for silver also. It sharply reduces the cost of production. This is the 
first year that the output of this new machinery has been submitted 
to the Commission. We are confident it will fully conform to legal 
requirements. 

Some of you may be quite mystified as to what is involved in your 
examination of the coins of the Government for the year 1951. It no 
doubt suggests a technical function to you. You need have no misgivings 
about your ability to meet requirements; good intelligence is all that 
is necessary. Your appointment by the President testifies to your quali- 
fying in that respect. There are, to be sure, some technical functions 
involved. There is an official of the Bureau of Standards on the Com- 
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mission. The Chief Assayer also from the Assay Office at New York 
is an ex-officio member of the Commission, named by statute. These 
trained men are well qualified to direct the technical functions. 

The Mint Bureau, you doubtless know, is an adjunct of the Treas- 
ury Department. In consists of three coinage Mints — this one at Phila- 
delphia, which is the oldest, one at Denver, and another at San Francisco. 
Also an Assay Office at New York, which undoubtedly receives and proc- 
esses more gold than does any other one place in the world; another 
Assay Office at Seattle, which receives the gold from the Northwest 
region and from Alaska. We have a gold depository at Fort Knox and 
another depository, for silver, at West Point, New York. The Director’s 
office in Washington defines the general policies and directs the activi- 
ties of all these field institutions. 

You will desire, I am sure, to hear a reading of the statute which 
explicitly defines your duties. When you have elected a Chairman and 
are organized for action, it will be placed before you. 

A member of the staff of my Washington office, Mr. Kenneth Failor, 
Chief of our Gold and Silver Division, is here and if you desire it, he 
will be glad to lend you assistance in the way of guiding you to pro- 
cedures that other Commissions have followed, or to clarify questions 
in your minds. He will also be glad to keep a record of this meeting 
for you, as he has done for Commissions in other years. 

It is probable that most of you are unacquainted with your fellow 
members.- I shall, therefore, ask each of you to rise as I read your 
name that you may become known to one another, after which I shall 
present to each of you this document, signed by the President, appoint- 
ing you a member of this Commission for the year 1952. 

MEMBERS APPOINTED BY THE PRESIDENT 

MR. HANS M. F. SCHULMAN of New York City, a Hollander by birth and 
a naturalized American citizen. Like his father before him, he tells me he 
has been interested all his life in coins and, like his father, has been a dealer 
in them. His transactions, I understand, cover a good part of the world. 
Mr. Schulman was named by the recently-held International Exposition of 
Medallic Art in Madrid, its United States Liaison Representative. I having 
been there can testify that his participation went far to make it the unquali- 
fied success that it was. 

MRS. FLORENCE K. MURRAY of Newport, Rhode Island, a woman of 
outstanding ability and distinction which is evidenced by the fact that she 
is now serving as State Senator in the Legislature of Rhode Island. Mrs. 
Murray is a practicing attorney — a wife and mother also. I am sure she will 
be a valuable member of this Commission. 

MR. JOHN FRANKLIN, a citizen of Philadelphia, whose voice carries well 
beyond the borders of Philadelphia. Mr. Franklin is a native of Philadelphia 
and I am told a collateral descendant of Benjamin Franklin. Mr. Franklin 
conducts two broadcasts daily over N.B.C. as he has been doing for many 
years in this field of work. 

DOCTOR WALLACE R. BRODE, Associate Director of the National Bureau 
of Standards, a title which in itself, you will agree, commands much respect. 
Doctor Brode enjoys international note as a chemist and scientist. He was 
formerly Professor at the Ohio State University. 

MR. CLIFFORD SPOERL. Mr. Spoerl comes from Jersey City, New Jersey; 
is President of the First National Bank of Jersey City and a citizen of 
distinction, conspicuous in the field of finance. 
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MRS. ALICE DE VINCENTIS, a benevolent-minded woman, obviously. Her 
interests cover important civic and altruistic activities. Mrs. De Vincentis 
is President of the Parent Teachers Association of Cassidy School in Phila- 
delphia; assists actively in the annual Community Chest drive, and also the 
Infantile Paralysis drive. 

MRS. JULIA CREWS, a citizen of Scarsdale, New York, and outstanding in 
various useful activities. Her chief interests lie in the fields of economics 
and sociology. She is Chairman of the Section on the Aging of the White 
Plains Council of Community Services and until recently was President of the 
Women’s Alliance of the Community Church at White Plains; is Vice Chair- 
man of the Westchester County Committee of her political party. 

MR. JEAN MODEL of Greenwich, Connecticut, a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, was born in the beautiful city of Brussels, Belgium, which I 
have recently visited. Mr. Model has for many years been prominently 
identified with the aviation industry, banking, import and export enterprises, 
and also with mining activities. His activities have taken him over many 
countries of the world.

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THE PRIMITIVE MONEY OF AFRICA 
By COLONEL PHARES O. SIGLER, A.N.A. #9346 
CHAPTER I 
INTRODUCTION 


Africa Generally 

Numerous problems confront the student of any phase of Africa’s 
history or of the culture of its people. With the exception of ancient 
times, Africa’s history is buried in unreliable tradition until the arrival 
of the Europeans. Although much has been written about this vast con- 
tinent, care must be exercised to weed out the true from the false because 
many travel-authors have accepted old women’s tales and include them 
with facts obtained at first hand. Numerous and different territorial and 
tribal names were applied to the same place or tribe. For example, in 
speaking of Uganda, a writer^ points out that “the protectorate is known 
as Uganda. But its chief division is called Buganda, its people are the 
Bangandxi, an individual person is a Muzanda, and its language is known 
as Luganda/' Another author^ says that the confusion and difficulty 
likely to arise from preparing a tribal gazeteer of tribal names is illus- 
trated in the case of the Belgian Congo tribes, where “certain tribal 
names may be spelled a dozen different ways. Sometimes the names are 
entirely different though they designate the same people.’’ 

It is surprising how little is really known about Africa, even in 
light of all which has been written on the subject. It is true that the 
Portuguese navigators had, in the 15th and 16th centuries, explored and 
traded along most of the coastline^ but Central Africa was not exten- 
sively explored until 1858. As one writer states:^ “The men of the first 
half of the 19th century — the scientists in England, in France, in Ger- 
many, and in Italy, of the first half of the 19th century — knew less about 
the geography of middle Africa than the scientists who lived in Antioch 
and Alexander and Rome in the first half of the second century. As a 
whole, during the 1,700 years knowledge had gone a little backwards 
as regards that part of Africa.’’ 

Africa is a huge continent, being 5,000 miles north and south and 
4,500 miles east and west,^ containing 12,250,000 square miles, and being 
four times the size of the United States.^ All varieties of climate may be 
found in Africa, although most of it is tropical and hot. Temperate 
regions are found in the northwest, in Morocco and Algeria, in the 
extreme south, and in a few of the highest mountains. Along the equa- 
torial latitudes, the continent is spanned by a vast tropical belt of forest. 

There never has been a complete and accurate census of Africa, but 
it has been estimated that its population is 130,000,000.'^ The five largest 
rivers of Africa are the Nile, the Congo, the Niger, and the Zombezi and

the numbered item in the bibliog- 
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although they are not navigable for any great distances by large ships, 
they were important for transportation by the small boats of the natives 
and the whites.^ Africa has hardly any natural harbors^ and large ships 
have to anchor some distance from the shore. 

It is difficult for us to appreciate the effect which the arrival in 
Africa of the Europeans had upon the natives and their culture. After 
generations of being undisturbed in their way of life with customs and 
religion so different from that of the newcomers, the shock of finding 
many of their ideals being criticized and condemned, and others pro- 
hibited by laws of the visitors, led to many gradual changes in both their 
culture and economic way of life. The Portuguese were the first to arrive 
during the latter part of the so-called “Dark Age”; they were in West 
Africa in 1442, reached Sierra Leone in 1448 and Senegal and Gambia 
in 1455. The Spanish entered into the slave trade in 1512 and the Eng- 
lish in 1553.10 Germans and others followed later. 

Barter 

In order to be prepared to understand the primitive money of Africa, 
it is necessary first to examine into the system of barter which was 
much more extensively used than any of the various monetary systems. 
The oldest form of barter appears to have been “silent trade,” a pro- 
cedure whereby goods were exchanged without any meeting of the two 
parties to the transaction.!! When the Carthaginians traded with the 
African natives in ancient times they unloaded their wares from their 
ship and then returned on board and set smoke signals. The natives 
upon seeing the smoke came down to the shore, examined the trade 
articles and left gold in place of them if they found the goods desirable, 
after which they withdrew out of sight. The Carthaginians then came 
ashore and if the gold seemed sufficient repayment for the wares, they 
accepted it and went their way. If they desired more revenue they left 
the gold and wares and returned to their ship to await a better offer.!2 

The other form of barter which was, and still is in some areas, prev- 
alent in Africa was effected by the direct exchange of one or more 
articles or products for other articles or products, either according to 
established ratios or by actual bargaining.!^ This system of exchange 
seems very cumbersome and inefficient to us but it must be remembered 
that time means nothing to the natives and they enjoy the sociability and 
excitement of matching wits to obtain a good bargain. The hours con- 
sumed in haggling are not considered by them as a waste of time; but 
as a very enjoyable break in a monotonous existence. 

Barter was not restricted to areas where no primitive money existed, 
because we find that frequently barter thrives even in areas where recog- 
nized media of exchange exists. For example, even in areas where 
cowries served as currency, haggling frequently took place concerning 
the size and condition of the shell currency, its purchasing power, and 
the value or lack of value of the articles to be purchased. Also, even 
though primitive or European money was used to purchase certain 
articles, other goods or products were still exchanged by barter and

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when exact values could not be exchanged, haggling and bargaining were 
indulged in to determine what would be accepted as “change.”!"^ 

When the Europeans arrived in Africa they took advantage of the 
natives’ desire for barter by trading them “odd pieces of rusty chain, 
empty (and dirty) old demijohns and old iron cannons,”!^ as well as 
empty tin cans and other junk, for valuable native products. 

Privileges and Property 

It is difficult for us to realize that a primitive society can exist 
without any media of exchange. It should be remembered, however, 
that in addition to barter, certain privileges were used in lieu of compen- 
sation in a moneyless community. For example, we find that even after 
the European influence required certain policing of various tribes, the 
native Samburu policemen received compensation in privileges rather 
than in currency. When a native policeman arrived at a village he drove 
his spear into the ground before any hut selected by him and from that 
time until he left, the hut and everything in it, including the wives, 
became his for as long as he remained.^^ Also, chiefs, by virtue of their 
responsible positions, had many privileges not enjoyed by other members 
of the tribe, some of which conferred economic advantages as well as 
social prestige. 

Much has been written about the native African conception of prop- 
erty and the stigma of “communistic” has been applied to their view of 
property and wealth. It is a known fact, however, that certain articles 
such as ornaments, weapons and tools, remained the sole and personal 
property of the owner, and were subject to laws of inheritance.^'^ Ridge- 
way says: “When we turn to the torrid zone, where clothes are only an 
incumbrance and nature lavishly supplied plenteous stores of fruits and 
vegetables, the chief objects of desire will not be food and clothing but 
ornaments, implements and weapons. Hence we find amongst the inhab- 
itants of such regions . . . that passion for personal adornment ... is one 
of the most powerful and primitive instincts of the human race.” It is 
probably the special ownership feature of ornaments, weapons and tools 
which has resulted in so many types of primitive money being adopted 
from this class of property. 


“Bride-Price” 

Another phase of native life which must be considered in connection 
with the study of primitive money is “bride-purchase,” since most forms 
of primitive money is involved in payments made for this purpose. The 
procedure in obtaining wives naturally differed among the various tribes, 
but generally speaking the bridegroom, or his father acting for him, pays 
compensation in the nature of a dowry to the bride’s parents^^ as a reim- 
bursement for raising her to maturity and for the economic loss of her 
future labors.20 Polygamy was practiced extensively but was somewhat 
limited to chiefs^i because most of the other tribesmen could not afford

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the luxury of many wives. Among the Zulus the chief paid for all of his 
wives except his '‘head-wife’' whose “bride-price” was paid for by his 
subjects. An ordinary wife among the Zulus cost ten head of cattle .22 

Women in Africa had an economic value because of their labors in 
the fields and in caring for livestock, in addition to their housekeeping 
duties and rearing of children. The desire for children is a fundamental 
motive among the African natives and explains, in part, the desire for 
more than one wife. The larger a man’s family, the more important was 
he in the community .23 Also, a man with a large family was usually 
more prosperous because he could till more ground, raise more livestock 
and add to his herd by the marriage of his daughters. 

Usually small gifts were made by the prospective bridegroom when 
the couple started “going steady” but a more substantial gift or payment 
was required prior to marriage.24 As one author25 aptly states: “But from 
the point of view of the individual bride and bridegroom themselves, 
the ‘bride-price’ is not a mere cash transaction, it is an insurance. The 
husband’s goats and cattle are held by the bride’s family as a pledge 
against her possible ill-treatment and as an earnest of her good behavior. 
For if the wife deserts her husband without good cause, or commits 
adultery . . . her family must restore the ‘bride-price.’ But if she leaves 
her husband owing to his maltreatment of her, then he has no claim, and 
loses both women and stock.” Among some tribes a wife can be returned 
if she fails to bear children, and the “bride-price” must be returned 
unless the husband is given another wife to replace her.26 The “bride- 
price” could be paid in installments in some tribes according to the rate 
of birth of children.27 

In cattle raising regions the “bride-price” was usually paid in live- 
stock and was called lobolo. Marriages were not recognized as valid 
unless payment was made in accordance with local custom.28 The num- 
ber and type of livestock paid depends upon the family fortunes of the 
parties involved. As one traveller29 states, with reference to lobolo: 
“This is by no means a contract of sale. The husband is not permitted 
to enslave or maltreat his wife, nor can he sell her to another man. If 
the husband should stray from the path of virtue and the wife should go 
home to her father, the lobolo cattle may not be returned.” In other 
areas, as we shall see later, husbands could, if they desired, sell their 
wives into slavery or to another prospective husband. 

Mrs. Guiggin,30 in her excellent work on primitive money, indicates 
that the need for “bride-price” gave rise to the origin of native currency. 
Although this may be true, and even though primitive money is fre- 
quently used for the “bride-price” many years after it has been replaced 
by modern coin for commercial transactions, it is doubted that we now 
have sufficient information concerning the origin of primitive money to 
be certain of this point. 

When the Europeans arrived in Africa and their governments 
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acquired territories there, no attempt was ordinarily made to change the 
local custom of ‘‘bride-purchase.” For example, the English permitted 
the system to remain as in the years prior to their arrival, but outlawed 
the native custom by which a murderer paid compensation in cattle to 
his victim’s family to atone for his crime.^i 

The practice of “bride-purchase” has remained to the present day in 
many parts of Africa, but modern European currency is fast replacing 
native money for this purpose. 

Primitive Money 

The adoption of the terms “primitive money” and “primitive cur- 
rency,” which are used synonymously, to describe the media of exchange 
of uncivilized or primitive people is misfortunate because both the words 
“money” and “currency” are difficult to define accurately and have little 
in common with the media employed by primitive people. The media of 
primitive people must be viewed and judged in the light in which they 
regard it and not weighed in the light in which we regard our complex 
monetary system. To do otherwise is comparable to concluding that the 
African natives have no religion because their superstitious beliefs 
differ so greatly from our Christian concepts. The words “token” or 
“quasi-money” would be more accurate as applied to primitive media of 
exchange but inasmuch as the terms “primitive money” and “primitive 
currency” are so firmly established in our vocabulary, we will continue 
to use them. This leads to the difficult task of endeavoring to define these 
terms accurately. 

Some of the authorities32 exclude consumption goods, such as cattle 
and foodstuffs, from the category of “primitive money” but they are 
obviously inconsistent because the brick tea money of Asia and the salt 
currencies of Africa clearly fall within the classification of primitive 
money as much as do shells and iron weapons and tools.^s The fact that 
the bricks of tea and salt are sometimes consumed do not alter their 
monetary status any more than the fact that modern coins are frequently 
converted into jewelry leads to a conclusion that they are not money 
because sometimes used for a non-monetary purpose. 

Thomas^'^ says: “The basic requirement of a medium of exchange is 
such popular esteem as to provide general acceptability by the trading 
public. Things in common demand, whether articles of necessity or orna- 
ments, frequently acquire the status of money.” Likewise, Wieschhoff^^ 
states that, “Media of exchange must be standardized before they can be 
regarded as money.” Obviously, barter goods, no matter how popular, 
are not money but they may eventually become so when they reach the 
point when they act as a token or media of exchange rather than merely 
as barter goods. 

Einzig,^^ who is well qualified because of his extensive economic 
studies, defines “primitive money” as “a unit or object conforming to a 
reasonable degree to some standard of uniformity, which is employed for 
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reckoning or for making a large proportion of the payments customary 
in the community concerned, and which is accepted for payment largely 
with the intention of employing it for making payment.’^ The author 
certainly intended to exclude modern coins and paper currency from his 
definition, and probably assumed that his readers would do likewise. 
Inasmuch as his definition seems to be the best which we have, it will 
be adopted for our purpose. 

One author37 truthfully said: “The observations of the economic life 
of native tribes have been deplorably neglected, even by authors who pay 
great attention to social institutions of all kinds. The reason for their 
importance is underrated. It has been too much regarded from a Eu- 
ropean point of view . . This is especially true of primitive money, 
concerning which even the experts cannot always agree. Many writers 
cannot reconcile the magical properties, religious and ceremonial use, and 
the restricted employment of certain forms of primitive money to pur- 
chase certain things or services, with our conception of the functions of 
money. This is due to the inherent nature of primitive media of exchange 
which has no counterpart in our present monetary system. This con- 
fusion is well illustrated by Firth,38 who states with reference to primitive 
currency: “The use of hoes or cattle as true money is dubious, but it is 
clear that such objects as iron bars (often in the form of convention- 
alized spearheads or knives), cowrie-shells, salt and cloth serve as definite 
media of exchange and is a common measure, standard and store of 
value. This may be due to the external infiuence, particularly to that of 
Arab traders.” We shall see later that most authorities now agree that 
hoes and cattle served as primitive money in Africa as well as the other 
objects which Firth admits had a monetary use. 

At this late date it is almost impossible to ascertain, in most 
instances, the effect of European infiuence on the primitive money which 
they found in circulation. We do know that when it was to their advan- 
tage to do so, they employed the money of the natives but doubtless the 
knowledge which the natives obtained of European money did lead to 
some changes in their attitude towards their own money. The fact that 
European paper money was not suited to the tropical conditions existing 
in the interior, since it could not be preserved by burying as was the 
local custom,39 and that silver coins were not highly regarded by the 
natives due to their unfamiliarity with that metal, led to a continued use 
of their own native currencies for a much longer period than would ordi- 
narily have been anticipated. Natives in some areas would exchange a 
fifty centime piece for thirty-five centimes in copper,^^ but later when 
they became better acquainted with modern silver coins, they frequently 
melted them down to make ornaments for their wives.^^ 

Neither barter nor primitive money had entirely succumbed to the 
pressure of modern money in Africa, but the use of the former is fast 
being discontinued and even where it still remains, its use is more and 
more limited to “bride-purchase” rather than to ordinary commercial 
transactions. As the natives become more familiar with European cur- 
rencies, the use of primitive money will disappear in all except the most 
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remote and backward regions and therefore the present time seems to be 
an appropriate one to attempt to learn as much as possible about the 
subject before it is entirely forgotten. 
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UNADOPTED DESIGN FOR FIVE DOLLAR 
NATIONAL BANK NOTE, FIRST SERIES

Recently I was fortunate in turning up an original artist’s drawing 
for the face of a five dollar bill National Bank Note, First Charter 
Period. This drawing by William G. Newton in ink, pencil and water- 
color on white Bristol board is a pattern which was not adopted.

The First Charter Period National Bank Notes were issued under 
the provisions of Acts of Congress dated February 25, 1863 and June 3, 
1864. The acts provided that banks having charters from the National 
Government would be allowed to issue banknotes against govern- 
ment bonds which they were required to deposit with the Treasurer 
of the United States. Notes in the denominations of 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 50, 
100, 500, and 1000 dollars were issued. Each denomination had a 
distinctive design but the designs were basically the same for different 
banks with the exception of the name of the bank and the date of its 
charter on the face and the seal of the state in which the bank was 
located on the back. The five dollar note illustrated Columbus sighting 
land and an Indian maiden on the face; and the landing of Columbus 
on the back. The plates for the five dollar notes were prepared by the 
Continental Banknote Company, this being the only denomination of the 
series they produced. The pattern is signed on the back “Wm. G. New- 
ton.” I have assumed that this is the signature of the artist since no 
signature appears on the drawing itself. In the upper left corner is a 
bald eagle in black uttering a cry and guarding in his claws a fasces 
with laurel leaves and a pile of coins and paper money. The tablet in the 
upper right-hand corner is surrounded by an ornate green border intended 
to be executed in intricate “engine turned” work. The large figure “5” 
is done in green while the Treasury seal and serial number are red. 
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The remainder of the note including the border is in black. '‘No. 2’’ is 
written in pencil in the top margin of the note indicating that the pattern 
was second of a series. The pattern is inches long, SYs inches in 
width and bears the legends which appear on the regular notes roughly 
blocked in. 

William H. Dillistin in his fine article “National Bank Notes in 
the Early Years,” Numismatist, December, 1948 quotes the official notice 
inviting designs for the National Bank Notes. This notice appeared 
in the periodical Thompson's Bank Note, and Commercial Reporter for 
April, 1863 and called on artists to submit designs for all denominations. 

I have been unable to find “William G. Newton” in any of the 
registers of engravers and artists in the library of the National Museum. 
Neither can his name be found in any of the records of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. He may have been under contract to the 
United States Government or an employee of the Continental Bank 
Note Company. 

It is probable, however, that Newton was a free lance artist who 
submitted his design in answer to the government’s invitation. 

The discovery of this drawing indicates, of course, that at least 
two designs were considered for the five dollar note. It is probable 
that others were prepared for other denominations in answer to the 
government invitation and it is my hope that they may someday come 
to light. 
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EUROPEAN CROWNS 1700-1800

Vra. SWITZERLAND 

Switzerland is a combination of parts of the old Germanic, Bur- 
gundian, and Italian kingdoms, based on the original three forest can- 
tons, Uri, Schwyz, and Unterwalden, which formed a union in 1291. 
Largely Germanic in origin and nature, it slowly obtained independence 
from the Holy Roman Empire, practically in 1499, officially in 1648. 
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Being a loose federation of cantons, unified mainly for defense pur- 
poses, it appeared otherwise hopelessly diverse — socially, linguistically, 
religiously, physically, and politically. By 1400 the Confederation had 
eight members and after 1513 thirteen, with numerous allied and 
protected districts. 

During the Reformation and Counter-Reformation the Swiss were 
torn in various ways. Sometimes the divisions were along Catholic- 
Protestant lines, sometimes along French- Austrian, and sometimes the 
result of purely local conditions. During the latter half of the seven- 
teenth century the League was under the control of the Catholics, but 
as the result of French-Spanish-Austrian politics a new war between 
predominantly religious contenders broke out, and this time the great 
Protestant city states triumphed and established their position by the 
Treaty of Aarau 1712. 

During the remainder of the eighteenth century until the French 
Revolution small change occurred politically. During this time, how- 
ever, wealth, population, agriculture, manufacturing increased enor- 
mously. Absolute government was, moreover, the order of the day. 
All 13 quasi-independent allied cantons and their 13 associated states 
were under various forms of tyrannical government. These were divided 
technically into “democratic’^ cantons — Uri, Schwyz, Unterwalden, Zug, 
Glarus, Appenzell — ruled by a few families ; guild cantons — Zurich, 
Basel, Schaff hausen — controlled rigidly by great craft guilds ; “aristo- 
cratic” cantons — Bern, Luzern, Freyburg, Solothurn; a federal type — 
Valais; a monarchial-Neuchatel, with the king of Prussia as prince of 
Neuchatel ; and ecclesiastical — Bishops of Basel and Chur, Abbots of 
St. Gall and Engelberg. The class distinction was definitely that of 
rulers and ruled. 

The French Revolution changed all this. After the French occu- 
pation of the country in 1797, Napoleon transformed the old league 
into the centralized Helvetian Republic, a system which lasted until 1803.

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Book Review 

HISTORIA NUMISMATICA DA REPUBLICA DOMINICANA (The Numis- 
matical history of the Dominican Republic) — Published and sold by K. 
PROBER, Caixa Postal 2113, RIO DE JANEIRO-Brazil - US$ 2,00. Edition of 
200 copies only. 

Quite scarce is the numismatic literature of South American countries and 
non-existent that of Central America, and therefore the appearance of this 
interesting book, though published in the Portuguese language, should be con- 
sidered, by all means, as an excellent stimulant to those who study that section 
of American numismatics. 

The book was written and published by our Brazilian Secretary and Life 
Member No. 95, Kurt Prober, who is considered one of the best known authors 
on numismatics of South America, who has 7 books published and mostly out of 
print, and so the appreciation of this new subject did not surprise us. 

The most interesting point of this book is that Mr. Prober finally discov- 
ered and reproduced the first coins struck in 1506 in Spain for circulation in 
America, produces the legislation and data, and then develops the entire numis- 
matic history of the Dominican Republic, through Haitian, French, Spanish 
and American occupations, up to the present date, describing in tabulated form 
all coins issued and reproducing them all, including patterns and proofs. 

The success of this publication in the Dominican Republic was so extra- 
ordinary, that President Rafael Trujillo personally decided to distinguish Mr. 
Prober with the Heraldic Order of Cristobal Colon, in the degree of OFICIAL, 
which, we believe, speaks for itself of the value of this new edition.
